Meanwhile I take this opportunity to 
answer your last epistle. 
You say that you told Mr. Skinner 
that labor had never been more ade­ 
quately rewarded than 
during 
Mc­ 
Kinley’s administration, and that 
he 
replied, “That is not true so far as 
the 
farmers are concerned. 
Before 
the demonetization of silver I 
sold 
my wool for 50 cents a pound and my 
wheat for a dollar and 
a 
half 
a 
bushel.” 
Yes, my son, your father remembers 
those days. 
I taught school 
in 
the 
Skinner district the 
winter of 1872- 
73, just 
before the act which Demo­ 
crats 
call 
the 
“crime of ’73.” 
I 
boarded with old man 
Skinner all 
winter. He did sell his wheat for $1.50 
and his wool for 4$ cents in 1872. But 
I will mention some facts which 
he 
forgot to tell you, and you may jog his 
memory a little. 
I studied algebra that winter by the 
light of a home-made tallow dip be­ 
cause Skinner could not afford to buy 
oil. Oil was 40 cents a gallon. Now, 
in these days when the Standard Oil 
company is crushing the life out of 
Skinner he takes his oil can to the 
.grocery and buys a gallon for twelve 
cents. 
We used roasted wheat and burnt 
molasses in place of coffee that win­ 
ter because coffee was 
45 
and 
50 
cents a pound. 
Now, the insatiable 
coffe trust makes Skinner 
pay 
13 
cents a pound for good roasted Lion. 
We used home-made sorghum 
in1 
stead of sugar. 
Skinner bought just 
six pounds of 
dirty looking 
brown 
sugar that winter and he paid $1 for 
the six pounds. Now, in these awful 
times, when the sugar trust is grind­ 
ing the 
farmers under its iron heel, 
Skinner gets 16 pounds of nice gran­ 
ulated sugar for $1. 
Mrs. Skinner had one calico dress 
which 
she saved for Sundays. 
On 
weeks days she wore a linsey dress 
woven by her own hands. Calico was 
22 cents a yard and people spoke of 
its being cheap at 
that. 
Now, you 
can get good calico at 5 to 6 cents. 
The Skinners rode to town in a big 
farm wagon in those days. 
I remem­ 
ber hearing Skinner ask the price of 
a buggy and, when he was told that 
it was $140, he sighed and said that 
he could not afford to buy. Two years 
ago he bought two new buggies, one 


for himself and Mrs. Skinner, and one 
for the girls, Melinda and Maria. He 
got the two for $110, $55 apiece. 
When I got through 
teaching that 
school I bought me a new 
suit 
of 
clothes. It was a ready made suit of 
rather ordinary goods and cost 
me 
$28. 
This summer I bought a better 
suit from Dowd & Beckley for $12 50. 
In those days Skinner sold a pound 
of wool for 45 cents. With the money 
he could buy less than three pounds 
of sugar, or a little more than a gal­ 
lon of oil, or one pound of coffee, or

KEGOTIATIOXS A HE PROGRESSING 


American Cabinet Said to B« Preparing 
Ano ther N o te—Li Hung Chang’s Mo v e 
m eo ts W ill No t He Interfered W ith 
Gen. Chaffee Preparing Fo r W inter. 


Washington, Sep t 7.-T he latest ex 
press ion as to the attitude of the pow 
ers on the evacuation of Pek ing comet 
fro m the United States ambassado r at 
Paris, General Horace Porter, whc 
has ml visual the authorities here that 
the attitude of the Freneh governmem 
la favorable to the position tak en bj 
Russia. 
Almost simultaneously witi 
this 
dispatch from General 
Portei 
came 
another from the 
Americai 
charge d affaires at Berlin, giving tin 
attutide of Germany on Russias’s pro 
postil. 
This, in substance, states thai 
Germany, while anxious to a n id anj 
friction between tlie powers, regards 
the conditions at Pek ing such as to re 
quire the continued presence of Ger 
man forces there. Neither General Por 
ter nor Mr. Jack son givf the text of thi 
answers, Gut only the substance ol 
the positions tak en by the two govern 
incuts. 
1 
These two highly important com 
munications bring the Chinese negotia 
tlons to a very advanced stage, thougfc 
they are not yet concluded, as all ol 
the answers are not yet In. 
The Ger 
man and French answers, however 
clearly indicate that Germany’s atti 
tude in favor of remaining at Pek ing 
will be concurred in by Italy and Aus 
tria, as those two countries act witb 
Germany on political question of a 
general nature. 
Moreover, definite 
word has been received here which 
clearly foreshadows Austria’s position 
in favor of remaining at Pek ing. 


G reat, Britain W ill Fo llo w Germany . 
As to the purposes of Great Britain 
there Is an absolute lack of official in 
formation, though little doubt is en 
tertained that since Germany has tak 
en the Initiative, Great Britain will 
follow suit in favor of remaining at 
Pek ing. 
The position of Jap an lik e­ 
wise is lack ing definiteness, although 
it is believed in the best-posted quar­ 
ters that if other nations remain at 
I ek ing, Jap an will deem it expedient 
to remain there a iso. 
It would seem from this that France 
Is the only government to give con­ 
currence to the Russian proposition, al 
though the United States lias expressed 
a purpose of following Russia's posi­ 
tion. 
Thus far Russia lias not ex 
pressed any purpose of modifying hei 
original position. 
It was stated au­ 
thoritatively 
yesterday 
that Russia 
has not ordered the dep arture of hei 
minister or troops from Pek ing up to 
this time, so far as the United States 
government is advised. 
It Is stated 
also that no new proposition has been 
presented, but that the question is 
practically the same as when first 
p resented—namely, as to whether the 
troops will remain or be withdrawn 
from Pek ing, 
The receipt of the communications 
from Berlin and Paris brought about 
numerous 
conferences 
between 
the 
president. Secretary Root and Acting 
Secretary of State Hill, and also lie- 
tween Mr. Hill and Mr. Adee. 
It was 
gathered from these metings that an­ 
other note was being prepared by the 
United States, but the authorities did 
not feel disposed to give nnv ink ling 
as to its nature, and it is quite prob 
able that its final form will await the 
consideration fo the cabinet today. 


Dem o nst ratio n at Palace Fo r Effo rt. 
Aside from the general question the 
French government is again consider­ 
ing the status of Li Hung Chang, and 
this subject was also brought to the a t­ 
tention of the authorities here yester­ 
day. There have been reports of pros­ 
p ective detention of Earl Li in case he 
proceeded north, but the communica­ 
tions just in hand indicate that there 
will be no interference with his move­ 
ments. 
His acceptability as a peace 
commissioner also continues to be a 
subject of discussion, there being a 
strong desiro in certain quarters not to 
Include him on the Chinese commis­ 
sion. 
General Chaffee’s messages mak e it 
clear that he for one is proceeding 
upon the understanding that the Amer­ 
ican troops are to winter in China, and 
he and General Barry speak of 
the 
comfortable arrangements that have 
been made for the soldiers. The Amer­ 
ican contingent In the parade through 
the imperial palace was small, proba­ 
bly In conformity with an arrange­ 
ment between the various commanders 
In Pek ing that tie force selected to 
mak e the demonstration should be lim­ 
ited in numbers in order to reduce the 
chance of lecting. 
It is snnnosed 
he re 


that this demonstration was ihtfde to 
impress the Chinese people as a whole 
and not from any present military nec­ 
essity. 
Some action of this k ind ap­ 
pears to have been necessary in order 
to offset the stories which were afloat 
in the southern Chinese fmrts, to the 
effect that the allies had been com­ 
pletely overthrown by the imperial 
troops and the Boxers, which stories 
were calculated to cause further upris­ 
ings. 
Besides the demonstration at a 
palace may reduce the ill effects of any 
withdrawals of troops from Pek ing as 
a result of the present negotiations. 


OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 


Testimo ny as to tha Causa o f Last Sun­ 
day ’s Fatal Railro ad W reck. 
Philadelphia, Sept. 7.-T he inquest 
Into the railroad accident at Hatfield 
was begun yesterday by Coroner Me* 
Glathery, of Montgomery county, at 
Lansdale, three miles from the scene 
of the wreck .. Tne district attorney of 
the county was present. 
Most of the morning session was 
tak en up with the examination of resi­ 
dents of Hatfield to determine whether 
the fog on the morning of the accident 
was sufficient co have entirely ob­ 
scured the view of the engineer on 
the excursion train. All said there was 
more or less fog. 
Win, Munbauer, 
the 
engineer 
in 
! charge of the milk train which was run 
Into by the excursion train, positively 
stated that he had orders that the 
excursion rain was to pass him at 
Lansdale, where his train would have 
been sidetrack ed. 
He was certain that 
the collision occurred within a half 
minute after he came to a stop at H at­ 
field. 
Of all the evidence heard, that 
of 
Jam es B. Benner, railroad watchman 
at Soudertou, was the most important. 
Benner said the milk train tossed at 
6:52. He immediately placed tfcs large 
red flag in the center of the track . 
This meant “danger ahead.’” Not two 
minutes after the special came along 
and Benner distinctly saw Engineer 
Davis wave his arm as a signal to 
tak e the flag away. 
This Benner did, 
think ing that the train would immedia 
ately slow down. 
The train was then 
going at the rate of 40 miles an hour. 
There was some fog, but he saw the 
train when it was ¿00 feet away. The 
engineer did not slack en his speed, 
but went ahead boldly. 
D. B. Beidler, an operator at Souder- 
ton, testified that Sunday was his “day 
off.” but that he had been ask ed to 
assist Ritter, the night operator, for 
an hour or so in the early morning. 
The milk train arrived at Soudertou 
at 6:50 and left at 6:52. 
It was then 
four minutes late. 
It was only five 
seconds afterward, said he, that he 
saw the special approaching. 
The night man was seated at the in­ 
strum ent 
and 
was 
communicating 
with Philadelphia concerning the milk 
train. 
He did not think that the spe­ 
cial could be so near, so he iiad not yet 
pulled the rope which would set the 
signal board. 
Beidler further said 
that the conductor of the milk train 
had ask ed where the special was. The 
latter was already a minute overdue 
at Souderton, so should have tieen 
expected at any second. After Beidler 
had given his testimony the case was 
adjourned until this morning at 9 :30.

Salisbury desires to consult with his 
colleagues and lias notified the foreign 
office of his intention to return to Lon­ 
don from the continent early next 
week . 
There is little doubt, however, that 
Germany’s reply Is the outcome of the 
discussion carried on during t ’ie last 
few days between the European cabi­ 
nets, and that the compromise policy 
ef maintaining the occupation of the 
capital, but withdrawing the greater 
part of the troops to Tien Tsln will 
be found to have met with general con­ 
currence. 


J apan W illing to W ithdraw Tro o ps. 
From Shanghai it is reported that 
Jap an has notified the powers of her 
willingness 
to withdraw her 
troops 
provided an adequate guard is left for 
the legations and on condition that 
China 
formally requests evacuation 
and opens genuine negotiations 
for 
peace. 
Altogether 
appearances 
are 
more hopeful,and it is lik ely that when 
Field Marshal Count von Waldersee 
arrives a fortnight hence at Tak u he 
will find the allies agreed upon some 
common policy. 
Shanghai is full of conflicting rumors 
regarding th< movements of,Li Hung 
Chang. 
It is asserted that Marquis 
Tseng and «"50 officials remaining in 
Pek ing have appealed to Li Hung 
Chang to repair immediately to the 
capital to save the situation, since no­ 
body is there to assume authority, 
Prince Ching being detained in the 
province of Shan Si by illness. 


The Real Friends o f China. 
Chang Chi Tung, the Wu Chang vice­ 
roy, has telegraphed an urgent appeal 
to the Britisli consul at Shanghai urg­ 
ing Great Britain to institute peace 
negotiations. 
lie emphasizes the mag­ 
nitude of British trade interests and 
refers to the activity of the secret soci­ 
eties and the decline of trade, citing 
these as vital reasons why England 
should tak e the Fad instead of. as in 
18 9 4, allowing Russia to usurp her 
power and prestige.. 
Flis final ground 
of appeal is that Great Britain, the 
United States and Jap an have shown 
anxiety to promote commerce and to 
befriend China, and he implores these 
three powers to appoint plenipoten­ 
tiaries authorized to open peace nego­ 
tiations with Li Hung Chang. 
It is reported that 2,000 Boxers have 
been k illed and wounded in conflicts 
with the troops of General Yuan Shi 
Kai, military governor of Shan Tung. 
A Hongk ong dispatch reports from 
W u Chau that serious disaffection ex­ 
ists at Lun Chau. Three hundred rob­ 
bers besieged the residence of a weal­ 
thy Chinaman at Tai Ping Fu. 
The 
prefect of Wu Chau, with 100 soldiers, 
went to his assistance, but has been 
compelled to telegraph for 400 rein­ 
forcements.

NEGOTIATIONS ARE PROGRESSING 


A m erican Cabinet Said to B e Preparing 
A nother N ote—Ll H u n s Chang*! M ore 
m en u W ill Not Be Interfered W ith 
Gen. Chaffee P reparing For W inter. 


Washington, Sept. 7.-The latest ex 
pression as to the attitude of the pow 
era on the evacuation of Peking come? 
from the United States ambassador ai 
Paris, General Horace Porter, whc 
has advised the authorities here thai 
the attitude of the French government 
la favorable to the position taken by 
Russia. 
Almost simultaneously wit! 
this 
dispatch from General Porte! 
came 
another from the 
American 
Charge d’affaires at Berlin, giving th* 
attutide of Germany on Russias’s pro 
posal. This, in substance, states thai 
Germany, while anxious to aphid any 
friction between the powers, regards 
the conditions at Peking such as to re 
quire the contin ued presence of Ger 
man forces there. Neither General For 
ter nor Mr. Jackson givp the text of tht 
answers, but only the substance oi 
the positions taken by the two govern 
ments. 
These two highly Important com 
munleutlons briug the Chinese negotia 
clons to a very advanced stage, though 
they are not yet concluded, as all ol 
the answers are not yet in. The Ger 
man and French answers, however 
clearly indicate that Germany’s att! 
.V.e J n favor ot remaining at Pekins 
will be concurred in by Italy and Auh 
t m . as these two countries act with 
Germany on political question of a 
*en_^rai nature* 
Moreover, definite 
word bas been received here which 
clearly foreshadows Austria’s position 
In favor of remaining at Peking. 


G roat, B ritain W ill F ollow Germany. 
As to the purposes of Great Britain 
there Is an absolute lack of official in 
formation, though little doubt is en 
tertained that since Germany has tak 
en the initiative. Great Britain will 
follow suit In favor of remaining af 
Peking. 
The position of Japan like 
wise is lacking definiteness, although 
It is l>elieved In the best-posted quar 
tors that lf other nations remain a1 
Peking, Japan will deem it expedient 
to remain there also. 
It would seem from this that France 
Is the only government to give con­ 
currence to the Russian proposition, a1 
though the United States has expressed 
a purpose of following Russia’s posi­ 
tion. 
Thus far Russia has not ex­ 
pressed any purpose of modifying hoi 
original position. 
It was stated au­ 
thoritatively yesterday that Russia 
has not ordered the departure of bel 
minister or troops from Peking up to 
this time, so far as the United States 
government is advised. 
It is stated 
Also that no new proposition has been 
presented, but that the question is 
practically the same as when first 
presented—namely, as to whether the 
’troops will remain or be withdrawn 
from Peking. 
The receipt of the communications 
from Berlin and Paris brought about 
numerous conferences between the 
president, Secretaiy Root and Actine 
Secretary of State Hill, and also be 
tween Mr. Hill and Mr. Adee. It was 
gathered from these metlngs that an­ 
other note was being prepared by the 
United States, but the authorities did 
not feel disposed to give any inkling 
as to its nature, and it is quite prob­ 
able that its final form will awalt the 
consideration fo the cabinet today. 


D em onstration at Palace For Effect. 
Aside from the general question the 
French government is again consider­ 
ing the statiis of Ll Hung Chang, and 
this subject was also brought to the at­ 
tention of the authorities here yester­ 
day. There have been reports of pros­ 
pective detention of Earl Li in case he 
proceeded north, but the communica­ 
tions just in hand indicate that there 
will be no interference with his move­ 
ments. 
His acceptability as a peace 
commissioner also continues to be a 
subject of discussion, there being a 
strong desire in certain quarters not to 
Include him on the Chinese commis­ 
sion. 
„ General Chaffee’s messages make it 
clear that he for one is proceeding 
upon the understanding that the Amer­ 
ican troops are to winter in China, and 
he and General Barry speak of the 
comfortable arrangements that have 
been made for the soldiers. The Amer­ 
ican contingent In the parade through 
the Imperial palace was small, proba­ 
bly in conformity with an arrange­ 
ment between the various commanders 
In Peking that tie force selected to 
make the demonstration should be lim­ 
ited in nu milers in order to reduce the 
chance of looting. It is snooosed bere 


that this demonstration was fhtfde to 
impress the Chinese people as a whole 
and not from any present military nec­ 
essity. 
Some action of this kind ap­ 
pears to have been necessary in order 
to offset the storkM which were afloat 
in the southern Chinese ports, to the 
effect that the allies had been com­ 
pletely overthrown by the Imperial 
troops and tile Boxers, which stories 
were calculated to cause further upris­ 
ings. Besides the demonstration at a 
palace may reduce the ill effects of any 
withdrawals of troops from Peking as 
a result of tile present negotiations. 


OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 


Testimony m to th e Caus# o f Lest San 
day’* F eta l Hail road W reck. 
Philadelphia, Sept. 7.~The inquest 
Into the railroad accident at Hatfield 
was begun yesterday by Coroner Mc- 
Glatliery, of Montgomery county, at 
Lansdale, three tulles from the scene 
of the wreck.. The district attorney of 
the county was present. 
Most of the morning session was 
taken up with the examination of resi­ 
dents of Hatfield to determine whether 
the fog on the morning of the accident 
was sufficient to have entirely ob-* 
soured the view of the engineer on 
the excursion train. All said there was 
more or less fog. 
Win. Munbauer, 
the engineer in 
charge of the milk train which was run 
into by the excursion train, positively 
stated that he had orders that the 
excursion raiu was to pass him at 
Lansdale, where his train would have 
been sidetracked. He was certain that 
the collision occurred within a half 
minute after he came to a stop at Hat 
field. 
Of all the evidence heard, that of 
James B. Benner, railroad watchman 
at Souderton, was the most important. 
Benner said the milk train tossed at 
6:52. He immediately placed the large 
red flag in the center of the track. 
This meant “danger ahead.” Not two 
minutes after the special came along 
and Benner distinctly saw Engineer 
Davis wave his arm as a signal to 
take the flag away. This Benner did, 
thinking that the train would immedia- 
ately slow down. 
The train was then 
going at the rate of 40 miles an hour. 
There was some fog, but he saw the 
train when it was *00 feet away. The 
engineer did not slacken his speed, 
but went ahead boldly. 
D. B. Beldler, an operator at Souder­ 
ton, testified tbut Sunday was his “day 
off,” but that he had been asked to 
assist Ritter, the night operator, for 
an hour or so in the early morning. 
The milk ti'ain arrived at Souderton 
at 6:50 and left at 6:52. It was then 
four minutes late. 
It was only five 
seconds afterward, said he, that he 
saw the special approaching. 
The night man was seated at the In­ 
strument 
and 
was 
communicating 
with Philadelphia concerning the milk 
train. He did not think that the spe­ 
cial could be so near, so he had not yet 
pulled the rope which would set the 
signal lw>ard. 
Beidler further said 
that the conductor of the milk train 
had asked where the special was. The 
latter was already a minute overdue 
at Souderton, so should have been 
expected at any second. After Beidler 
had given his testimony the case was 
adjourned until this morning at 9:30. 
expected at any second. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF JUDGE SLAGLE.

Slagle, who was attending to business 
Wednesday, died suddenly Thursday 
morning of apoplexy.

He entered the 
civil war as a private in the One Hun­ 
dred and Forty-Ninth regiment, P. V., 
serving to the close of the rebellion. 
He came out as a brevet major. He 
was on the bench of Allegheny county 
over 20 years.

EARL LI TO SAVE THE SITUATION. 


Prince C hing R eported 111—Great Britain 
Asked to In stitu te Peace N egotiation! 
In Order to Save H er Im m ense Trad* 
Intermit*—2,000 B oxer! K illed. 


London, Sopt. 7 — Germany’s polite 
refusal to withdraw from Peking is 
pommented upon with keen satisfac­ 
tion in London, and the hope is ex­ 
pressed that Lord halishurk will show 
similar firmness. 
The British reply 
has not yet been formulated. 
Lord 
Salisbury desires to consult with his 
colleagues and has notified the foreign 
office of his intention to return to Lon­ 
don from the continent early next 
week. 
There is little doubt, however, that 
Germany’s reply is the outcome of the 
discussion carried on during the last 
few days between the European cabi­ 
nets, and that the compromise policy 
af maintaining the occupation of the 
rapital, but withdrawing the greater 
part of the troops to Tien Tsln will 
be found to have met with general con­ 
currence. 


Japan W illin g to W ithdraw Troop!. 
From Shanghai it is reported that 
Japan has notified the powers of her 
willingness to withdraw her troops 
provided an adequate guard is left for 
the legations and on condition that 
China formally requests evacuation 
and opens genuine negotiations 
for 
peace. 
Altogether appearances are 
more hopeful.and it is likely that when 
Field Marshal Count von Waldersee 
arrives a fortnight hence at Taku he 
will find the allies agreed upon some 
common policy. 
Shanghai is full of conflicting tumors 
regarding the movements of,Id Hung 
Chang. 
It Is asserted that Marquis 
Tseng and 30 officials remaining in 
Peking have appealed to Ll Hung 
Chang to repair immediately to the 
capital to save the situation, since no­ 
body is there to assume authority, 
Prince Ching being detained in the 
province of Shan Si by illness. 


Th* R eal F riend! o f China. 
Chang Chi Tung, the Wu Chang vice­ 
roy, has telegraphed an urgent appeal 
to the British consul at Shanghai urg­ 
ing Great Britain to institute peace 
negotiations. He emphasizes the mag­ 
nitude of British trade interests and 
refers to the activity of the secret soci­ 
eties and the decline of trade, citing 
these as vital reasons wily England 
should take the load instead of, as In 
1894, allowing Russia to usurp her 
power and prestige.. His final ground 
of appeal is that Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan have shown 
anxiety to promote commerce and to 
befriend China, and he implores these 
three powers to appoint plenipoten­ 
tiaries authorized to open peace nego­ 
tiations with Ll Hung Chang. 
It Is reported that 2,000 Boxers have 
been killed and wounded in conflicts 
with the troops of General Yuan Shi 
Ka!, military governor of Shan Tung. 
A Hongkong dispatch reports from 
Wu Chau that serious disaffection ex­ 
ists at Lun Chau. Three hundred rob­ 
bers besieged the residence of a weal­ 
thy Chinaman at Tai Ping Fu. The 
prefect of Wu Chau, with IOO soldiers, 
went to his assistance, but has been 
compelled to telegraph for 400 rein­ 
forcements. 


WANTS TO SAVE HIS PRECIOUS NECK. 


Prince T u n In H iding—D esire! R a u ia to 
In tervene For H im . 
Shanghai. Sept. 7.—LI Hung Chang 
will start for Peking today. It is re­ 
ported that Prince Tuan is in hiding 
near Peking, and that he hopes Russia 
will intervene in his behalf. 
Berlin, Sept. 7.—It Is currently ru­ 
mored now that Russia is agreeing 
with the other powers not to leave Pe­ 
king, the powers, on the other hand, 
agreeing with Russia’s desire to trans­ 
fer the embassies to Tien Tsin.

islands 
were 
ceded 
to 
us, 
sho uld be fo llo wed by an o fficial ex ­ 
pressio n o f the seuate that it was no t 
o ur purpo se to inco rpo rate tho se is­ 
lands and their inhabitants into the 
United States as a part thereo f, and 
that we wo uld no t at any time create 
them into states to be admitted into 
the Unio n. 
In o ther wo rds, in so lo ng 
as we go v erned tho se islands at all, 
they wo re to be go v erned as territo ry 
simply belo nging to the United States, 
and their peo ple were to be treated, 
no t as citizens o f the United States, 
entitled to the priv ileges and guaran­ 
tees o f o ur co nstitutio n and institu­ 
tio ns, but, as the treaty o f peace itself 
ex pressed it, their civ il and po litical 
status was to be fix ed by the co ngress 
o f the United States. 
Befo re actio n 
co uld be taken in this regard an insur­ 
rectio n bro ke o ut. 
It became neces­ 
sary fo r the United States go v ewweent 


to at once retire, or surrender, or sup­ 
press that insurrection and establish 
law, order and a stable gov ernment. 
The Republican party does not sur­ 
render, it does not retire, except in or­ 
der, and therefore it felt that it was 
its duty, both t© the people in the 
Philippine islands and the rest of the

ing to him “coHsent” to anything. We 
hav e just sent a negro regiment to 
China to fignt the Boxers and sav e our 
missionaries and ministers. 
Ev ery­ 
body k nows they wiil fight gallantly, 
as colored men l\av e fought gallantly 
for our flag and country ev er since the 
blood of Crispus Attuck s was shed in 
the streets of Boston. 
But when the 
war is ov er and those gallant black 
men return to the United States, if the 
president should appoint on3 of them 
to a fourth-class postoffice, he would 
not be allowed to hold it in any south­ 
ern state, and he would be murdered 
if he should insist upon his right un­ 
der the constitution and laws to do so. 
Manifestly, a party that is respon­ 
sible 
for 
the 
business 
prostration, 
stagnation and idleness of labor that 
obtained in this country under the last 
administration of Mr. Clev eland, and 
which thought the remedy for this re­ 
sult of free trade was to add free sil­ 
v er, and which so “baok ed and filled” 
with respect to the relation and duty 
of the United States toward our recent 
acquisitions, and which is ev en now 
openly and defiantly nullifying 
the 
fiifteenth amendment to the constitu­ 
tion, and insisting upon the folly of 
free silv er, is not qualified to deal with 
8”ch great world-wide 
questions 
as 
those which this 
gov ernment 
must 
deal with during the next four years. 
Ev erybody k uows this, and that is rea­ 
son enough for k eeping it 
out 
of 
power. 
But 
many 
other 
considerations 
might be added, and all might be elab­ 
orated. 
The chapter of history now 
being "written in China reflects 
the 
v ery highest credit on the McKinley 
administration. 
When 
Pek ing 
was 
last v isited by the civ ilized 
powers, 
neither the United States nor Japan 
was k nown as a world power; but to­ 
day these two nations are at the head 
of the relief column, and the United 
States, with her diplomacy and wis­ 
dom in statesmanship, has laid down 
the rules that all the other civ ilized 
nations of the earth interested in what 
is now transpiring in China hav e ac­ 
cepted and followed. 
If. Mr. Bryan 
and his party had been in power and 
had their way, and had acted as they 
talk , this would not, and 
could not 
hav e happened. 
It is well enough to hav e a Demo­ 
cratic party. It mak es us v igilant and 
k eeps us humble, and we are all the 
better on that account, but it would 
be a mistak e to put it to any other 
serv ice.

to a fourth-class postoffice, he would 
not be allowed to hold it in any south­ 
ern state, and he would be murdered 
lf he should insist upon his right un­ 
der the constitution and laws to do so. 
Manifestly, a party that is respon­ 
sible for the business 
prostration, 
stagnation and idleness of labor that 
obtained in this country under the last 
administration of Mr. Cleveland, and 
which thought the remedy for this re­ 
sult of free trade was to add free sil­ 
ver, and which so "baoked and filled” 
with respect to the relation and duty 
of the United States toward our recent 
acquisitions, and which is even now 
openly and defiantly nullifying 
the 
flifteenth amendment to the constitu­ 
tion, and insisting upon the folly of 
free silver, is not qualified to deal with 
s”ch great world-wide 
questions as

The chapter of history now

neither the United States nor Japan 
was known as a world power; but to­ 
day these two nations are at the head 
of the relief column, and the United 
States, with her diplomacy and wis­ 
dom in statesmanship, has laid down 
the rules that all the other civilized 
nations of the earth Interested in what 
is now transpiring in China have ac­ 
cepted and followed. 
If. Mr. Bryan 
and his party had been in power and 
had their way, and had acted as they 
talk, this would not, and 
could not 
have happened. 
It is well enough to have a Demo­ 
cratic party. It makes us vigilant and 
keeps us humble, and we are all the 
better on that account, but It would 
be a mistake to put it to any other 
service.

I studied algebra that winter by the 
light of a home-made tallow dip be­ 
cause Skinner could not afford to buy 
oil. Oil was 40 cents a gallon. 
Now. 
in these days when the Standard Oil 
company is crushing 
the life out of 
Skinner he takes his oil can to the 
grocery and buys a gallon for twelve 
cents. 
We used roasted wheat and burnt 
molasses in place of coffee that win­ 
ter because coffee was 
45 
and 
50 
cents a pound. 
Now, the insatiable 
coffe trust makes Skinner 
pay 
13 
cents a pound for good roasted Lion. 
We used home-made sorghum 
in­ 
stead of sugar. 
Skinner bought just 
six pounds of 
dirty looking 
brown 
sugar that winter and he paid $1 for 
the six pounds. Now, In these awful 
times, when the sugar trust is grind­ 
ing the 
farmers under its iron heel, 
Skinner gets 16 pounds of uiee gran­ 
ulated sugar for $1. 
Mrs. Skinner had one calico dress 
which 
she saved for Sundays. 
On 
weeks days she wore a linsey dress 
woven by her own hands. Calico was 


22 cents a yard and people spoke of 
its being cheap at 
that. 
Now, you 
can get good calico at 5 to 6 cents. 
The Skinners rode to town in a big 
farm wagon in those days. 
I remem­ 
ber hearing Skinner ask the price of 
a buggy and, when he was told that 
It was $140, he sighed and said that 
he could not afford to buy. Two years 
ago he bought two new buggies, one

WHERE THE HITCH CAME IN 


Francis Secured West Point Coal 
Leases and Is Now Trying 
to Sell Them. 


PARTNERS

A question asked by a West Point 
correspondent as to when the money 
for the coal lands was to be paid and 
how soon the buildings to accommo­ 
date the miners would be built, the 
promise having been made that both 
would be done in 30 days, has called 
forth the following from the Buckeye 
State: 
Pertinent to this observation of an 
intelligent observer of events in the 
vicinity of the metropolis of Madison 
township, it may not be too violent a 
breach of confidence on the part 
of 
the Buckeye to explain the situation 
concerning these coal leases and the 
wherefore of it, as well as the reasons 
for delay in the building of the Lis­ 
bon and East Liverpool 
railway, as 
given to it by those fully in the confi­ 
dence of the projectors of the two 
schemes, each of which is dependent 
upon the other. 
One great difficulty which these pro­ 
jectors had to contend was the secur­ 
ing of capital, and while negotiations 
were in progress along this line the 
necessary delay required the occasion­ 
al renewal of the options on these coal 
lands. 
Finally, however, the needed finan­ 
cial assistance sufficient to buy 
the 
coal and build the road 
came 
into 
sight. 
Coincident, however, the 
op­ 
tions upon the coal lands wer expir­ 
ing, and the management of the two 
companies, the coal company and the 
railroad—chief 
among 
whom 
were 
Messrs. Dwight and Folts—were 
de­ 
sirous of extending the options thirty 
days, feeling the 
assurance that at 
the end of that time they would be 
in a position to pay cash for the min­ 
eral rights. 
A meeting between the managers 
of the companies and the owners of 
the land was called for 
conference 
and renewal, which, however, for good 
reasons was not held. 
Among the early promoters of the 
scheme for developing the 
Madison 
township coal fields and incidentally 
the building of a railroad 
hence to 
East Liverpool, was a man by 
the 
name of Francis. 
For some reason 
not necessary here to 
explain 
Mr. 
Francis lost the confidence of Messrs. 
Dwight and Folts and a divergence of 
interests resulted, and they have since 
been working at cross purposes. When 
Francis learned that the other parties 
were about to renew their 
options 
upon the coal lands he 
slipped 
in 
Quetly and unobtrusively and secured 
an option upon every acre. 
This is 
why the 
meeting with the 
Messrs. 
Dwight and Folts for the purpose of 
arranging an extension of the leases 
was not held. 
This action of Francis placed the 
other parties in an embarrasing di­ 
lemma. 
They had arranged to float 
the bonds necessary to build the road 
and develop the coal field, and 
had 
even gone so far as to contract with 
a construction company for the bulld­ 
o g of the line, and they say that had 
Francis 
not stepped in 
to 
thwart 
Their purposes the work of construc­ 
tion would have been entered 
upon 
two weeks ago. Although almost par­ 
alyzed by the unlucky turn their af­ 
fairs had taken, they did not fully de­ 


spair, but learned upon investigation 
that the 
options given Francis were 
of no force or effect, for the reason, 
among others, that they were given 
without 
consideration. 
They 
were 
able 
to impress this view upon the 
minds of all the land owners except 
three, and have them agree to 
give 
options to Messrs. Dwight and Folts 
regardless of the options 
held 
by 
Francis. 
Unfortunately the land 
owned by 
the three parties referred to lies in 
such a position as to render the con­ 
trol of it necessary to reach the other 
farms upon which options on the min­ 
eral rights could readily be obtained. 
These owners were not averse to giv­ 
ing Messrs. Dwight and Folts 
what 
they desired, an option on the 
coal 
underlying their farms, regardless of 
any prior option which Mr. Francis 
claimed to own, but they demanded an 
indemnifying bond against any action 
Francis might take almost equaling 
the value of the coal underlying their 
farms, and this the parties refused to 
give. 
It is further alleged by those inti­ 
mately associated with Messrs. Dwight 
and Folts that Francis has no financial 
backing such as would be necessary 
if his scheme of building the north 
and south road and developing 
the 
coal along its line are 
ever to be 
brought to the point of materialization, 
but that he is holding these options 
for speculative purposes, and 
since 
he came 
into their possession 
has 
been hawking 
them about over the 
country, offering them for sale. 
Among other coal operators that it 
is said he has approached is Mr. Ban- 
fleld, formerly identified with the iron 
mill at Irondale, and now somewhat 
prominent in the m anagem ent of the 
affairs of the American Tin Plate com- 
pany. 
This is the story told by gentlemen 
intimately 
associated 
with 
Messrs. 
Dwight and Folts, and may go far to­ 
ward explaining the whereforeness of 
the existing situation.

The state auditor issued circulars 
to all appraisers in which their

In other words, in so long 
as we governed those islands at all, 
they wore to be governed as territory 
simply belonging to the United States, 
and their people were to be treated, 
not as citizens of the United States, 
entitled to the privileges and guaran­ 
tees of our constitution and institu­ 
tions, but, as the treaty of peao* itself 
expressed it, their civil and poJitSeal 
status was to be fixed by the congree* 
of tho United States. 
Before action 
Gould be taken in this regard ac insur­ 
rection broke out. 
It became aoees- 
sary fog: tho United States garvaronent 


to at once retire, or surrender, or sup­ 
press th at insurrection and establish 
law, order and a stable government. 
The Republican party does not sur­ 
render, it does not retire, except in or­ 
der, and therefore it felt th at it was 
its duty, both to the people in the 
Philippine islands and the rest of the 
world, to suppress

W hat they will 
next advocate depends entirely upon 
the exigencies of their political situa­ 
tion; and while they are talking about 
the Declaration of Independence and 
the consent of the governed for the 
Philippines, who

never 
shall become citizens, they are rob­ 
bing the negro citizen of the United 
states of bis right to vote, and deny­ 
ing to him "consent” to anything. We 
havo just sent a negro regim ent to 
China to fignt the Boxers and save our 
missionaries and m inisters. 
Every­ 
body knows they will fight gallantly, 
as colored men fyave fought gallantly 
for our flag and country ever since the 
blood of Crispus Attucks was shed in 
the streets of Boston. 
But when the 
war is over and those gallant black 
men return to the United States, if the 
president should appoint o n i of them 
to a fouith-clasa postoffice, he would 
not be allowed to hold it in any south­ 
ern state, and he would be murdered 
if he should insist upon his right un­ 
der the constitution and laws to do so. 
Manifestly, a party that is respon­ 
sible 
for 
the 
business 
prostration, 
stagnation and idleness of labor that 
obtained in this country under the last 
adm inistration of Mr. Cleveland, and 
which thought the remedy for this re­ 
sult of free trade was to add free sli­ 
ver, and which so “baoked and filled” 
with respect to the relation and duty 
of the United States toward our recent 
acquisitions, and which is even now 
openly and defiantly nullifying 
the 
fifteenth am endm ent to the constitu­ 
tion, and insisting upon the folly of 
free silver, is not qualified to deal with 
B”ch great world-wide 
questions 
as 
those which this 
governm ent 
must 
deal with during the next four years. 
Everybody knows this, and th at is rea­ 
son enough for keeping it 
out 
of 
power. 
But 
m any 
other 
considerations 
m ight be added, and all m ight be elab 
orated. 
The chapter of history now 
bein g 'w ritten in China reflects 
the 
very highest credit on the McKinley 
adm inistration. 
When 
Peking 
was 
last visited toy the civilized 
powers, 
neither the United States nor Japan 
was known aa a world power; but to­ 
day these two nations are at the head 
of the relief column, and the United 
States, with her diplomacy and wis­ 
dom in statesm anship, has laid down 
the rules that all the other civilized 
nations of the earth interested in what 
is now transpiring in China have ac 
espied and followed. 
If. Mr. Bryan 
and his party had been in power and 
had their way, and had acted as they 
talk, this would not, and 
could not 
have happened. 
It is well enough to have a Demo­ 
cratic party. It makes us vigilant and 
keeps us humble, and we are all the 
better on that account, but It would 
be a m istake to put it to any other 
service.
